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GEORGE BYRD 


The following pages contain an account of the descendents of George Byrd, 


son of George Byrd, Senior, of Sumter District South Carolina. 


1, George Byrd was born abt 1763 in Bertie County, North Carolina. He 


married Sarah Frierson, born abt 1763 in Sumter District, South Carolina. 
She died in Perry County, Mississippi after 1830, 


George Byrd was the son of George Byrd, Sr., and Sarah Commander Byrd, 
His father apparantly was deceased sometime after the 1790 census be=- 
cause he is not listed in South Carolina records after that date. His 
home in Sumter District, South Carolina, was on the south side of Lynches 
Creek in the northeast part of the State. He sold his lands in South 
Carolina in 1817 and came through Alabama to Mississippi.

Carolina:

Alabama Territorial Papers: Concerning Cherokee Land in Northern Alabama, 
show the following in a letter written to the Secretary of War in 1819, 
protesting an order that settlers move off Cherokee lands, the following 
signers are listed:

This may have been George Byrd and his son George Byrd, Jr., who was 
about 22 years of age at the time. 


Also, from Alabama Territorial Papers - by Carter

"1819 - George Byrd has letter at Claiborne Post Office - if not called for 
by 3-31-1819 - would be sent to dead letter office.” 


Since George Byrd was in Greene County, Mississippi, in June 1819 - he 
probably left Alabama earlier in the year, 


He is listed in Greene County, Mississippi, Personal Tax Rolls for 1819 - 4 
Slaves, He is listed in Jackson County Personal Tax Rolls for 1821 - paid 
poll tax and tax on 5 slaves. George Byrd, Jr., and Elam Byrd were on the 
same listing for poll tax. 


George Byrd is listed in Jackson County Personal Tax Rolls for 1823-paid 
a tax of $4.50 on 6 slaves. Sutton Byrd and John Byrd were in the same list~ 
ing for poll tax. 


George Byrd died in 1823 - A family legend states that he was on very friendly 
terms with the Indians near his place - that he died as the result of being 
hit by a falling tree and he was buried in the Indian burying ground at the 
request of the Indians, 


George Byrd was listed in "South Carolinians in the Revolution" by Sara 
Sullivan Ervin, as a lieutenant, Is not known what branch of the Service he 
served in. Some of his descendents state that he fought aboard ship during 
a part of his service and was wounded in one battle, 


Jackson County Personal Tax Rolls (1824) list Sarah Byrd, widow of George, 
with 6 slaves and paying a tax of $4.50. Jackson County Personal Tax Rolls 
(1825) list Sarah Byrd as paying a tax of $5.25 on 7 slaves, Jackson County 
Personal Tax Rolls (1827) list Sarah Byrd with following taxable property: 

8 slaves, valued at $2750.00, 36 cattle valued at $180.00, 1 horse valued at 
$60.00 - Total value $2960.00 - total tax $5.00. 


Perry County Personal Tax Rolls (1828) list Sarah Byrd as paying a tax of 
$5.00 on eight slaves, Perry County Personal Tax Rolls (1829) list Sarah 
Byrd with nine slaves and 80 acres of land valued at $160.00 and paying tax 
of $16.74. 


Perry County Personal Tax Rolls (1830) list Sarah Byrd with 8 slaves and 80 
acres of land valued at $160.00 and paying tax of $16.74. She is not listed 
in Personal Tax Rolls after 1830. 


She is listed in Perry County Census of 1830 - page 150 - Sarah Byrd age 60-70, 
1 male 20-30 (probably her youngest son, Samuel Ephraim Frierson Byrd).

WILLIAM SUTTON BYRD 


2, William Sutton Byrd, b. abt. 1789, in Sumter District, South Carolina, 
d, 7-28-1845, in Jackson County, Mississippi. He married 
Littleton, He is listed in Jackson County Personal Tax Rolls for 1825, 
1826, 1827, 1828, He is in Perry County Census 1830 + page 150 - living 
near John Byrd, Elam Byrd and Sarah Byrd (his mother). He is listed in 
Jackson County Census of 1840. 


The old county line between Perry and Jackson Counties, east and west, 
ran noth of Bonndalle, crossing the old 3 Notch Road near the edge of 
Whiskey Creek Hills. William Sutton Byrd first settled on the lower 
route road in the Whiskey Creek Valley, south of Whiskey Creek and near 
the Ruben Cooper Place, then in Perry County. This was about 1823, since 
he was living in and paying poll tax in Jackson County in 1822. 


The old 3 Notch Road led to Natchez and it was over this road that these 
early settlers traveled to Old Washington, Capitol of Mississippi Terri- 
tory. This road joined the Daniel Boone Natchez Trace Road at Natchez 
which led into Tennessee. 


William Sutton Byrd later settled near Old Lorraine, near Coalville 
Cemetery, then in Jackson County, Mississippi (1840).

Robert Sidney Byrd is listed in 
Harrison County Personal Tax Rolls - for the years 1853-1856-1858. 
Harrison County Census 1880 - lists his widow and their children. 
Katherine was a sister of Rev. John Flurry who married Fannie Byrd, dau. 
of John Richard Byrd and uncle of Robert Sidney Byrd. Katherine's sister 
Seleta Ann Flurry, b. 1822, d. 1894, m. Hudson Rouse — son of Ma Byrd 
and Burwell Rouse, Mary Byrd Rouse was an aunt of Robert Sidney Byrd.

The church 
no loncer exists but the cemetery, chocked and almost hidden by the forest 
still stands. James Sidney Byrd is listed in Harrison County Personal Tax 
Rolls 1860, His first wife, Susen Carter, was buried at Long Bech, Miss., 
Her body was later moved and it is thourht by descendents that it was moved 

to the Red Hill Baptist Cemetery and interred next to James Sidney Byrd. His 
second wife, Elizabeth Wood, had a daughter by her previous marriage, Sliender 
Wood, b. 1855, She had no children by James Sidney Byrd.

The Burney Grave is on the north side of Potacaw 
Bayou Rd just as you approach Woodman's Hill. There is 
no marker and the name of the individual buried there is 
not known. This is in Section 10, T6S-R7W. Information 
was provided by V. B. Taylor and H. F. Vincent, in April 
1972. It is thought that an ex-slave named Ceasar Burney 
is buried here. He was bom circa 1790 in North Carolina 
and died April 25, 1894. Ceasar Burney came to Jackson 
County, Mississippi with Col. Burney and many others to 
establish turpentine manufacturing.
